tage of the volunteer amy rumor for their excuse* For instance « 
the Kairetsugo incident was Just a put-up Job of the rightists for 
a money making in order to make it appear as if it was done for a 
good cause of helping the CHIAHG Kai-shek Army in the fight against 
the Communist, Army* The fellow who persuaded me in that is now be- 
ing thrown in a prison in Formosa* 
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
